Jobless Pennsylvania Diggers Organize to 
Fight Suits to Drive Them From 
Company Property.

PINE GROVE, Pa., June 6.—Del- |

In the pinch of depression, with the 
commercial operators closing their 
mines, the jobless miners have 
gone onto private properties and 
dug coal and sold it to maintain 
themselves and families. 

Earle Humphrey, president of the 
Independent Anthracite Miners’ As- 
sociation, as the preliminary organ- 
ization is known, said the men 
would ask for recognition and work 
for Federal or state operation of 
the anthracite industry. 

Resolutions were discussed favor- 
ing nationalization of all mines or 


state operation of idle collieries. 


Means of resisting suits to stop | 


the “bootlegging” of coal was a ma- 
jor topic before the convention. 
Many arrests have been made re- 
cently and the State obtained an in- 
junction some time ago restraining 
the operation of illegal mines on 
private property in Northumber- 
land County. Michael J. Hartneady, 
Secretary of Mines, said the unem- 
ployed miners were 
the lives of men working in a regu- 
lar mine below. 

The Anthracite Institute estimat- 
ed, after a survey several months 
ago, that jobless miners had _ re- 
moved more than 5,000,000 tons of 
coal, at a market value of more 
than $20,000,000, from company land 
in 12 months and were selling it ip 
at least five Eastern states.

LLOYD'S REFUSES SPECULATIVE 
BUSINESS FOLLOWING SCANDAL 


Decides Also to Accept Refund 
From Alfred Bates Who Prof- 
ited by Budget Leak.

LONDON, June 6.—The great in- 
surance firm of Llioyd’s ordered its 
agents yesterday to refuse purely 
speculative business unless’ they 
were satisfied it was a legitimate in- 
terest covering risks. 

The order was issued simulta- 
neously with the decision to accept 
a refund from Alfred Bates, adver- 
tising executive, one of three men 
officially held guilty of profiting 
by the recent British budget leak. 
Bates had claimed the money under 
insurances taken out against _in- 
creased taxes. He offered to re- 
turn his winnings because of the 
special investigating tribunal’s re- 
port convicting him, Sir Alfred Butt, 
wealthy member of Parliament, and 
J. H. Thomas, Colonial Secretary in 
the Cabinet. Thomas resigned from 
the Cabinet before the verdict was 
announced.

SEVEN KILLED IN STORMS 
IN OKLAHOMA AND KANSAS 


Several Persons Injured, Much 
Property and Crop Damage in 
Widely Scattered Parts.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., June 6. 
—Tornadic winds, rain, 
lightning left seven persons dead, 
several injured and heavy property 
and crop damage today in widely 
scattered parts of Oklahoma and 
Kansas. 

The dead: Randall Bush, 36 years 
old, an invalid, killed when a tor- 
nado demolished a home near Sny- 
der, Ok.; Marshal Wood, 85, night 
watchman at Burbank, Ok., killed 
when wind wrecked a building; 
Mrs. Elizabeth Johnston of Ada, 
Ok., who died at a campfire gii:3’ 
camp near Ponca City, Ok., of an 
apoplectic stroke induced by 
fright; Henry C. Harden, 45, farm- 
er, killed by lightning near Eldo- 
rado, Kan.; Buddy Cleever, 24, 
Minco, Ok., farmer, killed by light- 
ning; infant son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Floyd Anson, killed near Uncas, 
Ok., when the house was unroofed 
and the chimney fell, crushing the 
baby; Lester R. Henry, middle-aged 
Pontotoc County farmer, drowned 
when he fell into a deep pit while 
walking to his home from a cross- 
roads store. 

Mr. and Mrs. N. J. Reimer were 
injured seriously when a tornado 
demolished their farm home four 
miles southwest of Corn last night. 

Floods on four rivers, two of them 
serious, added to the damage of 
the storms. Three railroad bridges 
acoss the Cimarron River were 
damaged, highway bridges were out 
in several sections and crops were 
ruined by hail in others.

James E. King, attorney and 
chairman of the Board of Children’s 
Guardians, died early today of in- 
juries suffered last Sunday when 
an automobile. he was driving 
crashed into a parked car after 
he lost control of the machine in 
attempting to brush away ‘a bee 
which had alighted on his arm. 

Mr. King, 57 years old, was taken 
to St. Mary’s Hospital.

“Blum’s coming to power,” Vallat 
shouted, “will be a historic date, 
for it is the first time that a Gal- 
lic-Roman country has been gov- 
erned by a Jew.”

This precipitated a terrific up- 
roar which forced suspension of the 
session. 


The Rightist opposition jeered, 
banged their desk tops and 
shouted. 


Jean Chiappe, former prefect of 
police who lost his post because of 
the police firing against the mobs 
in the rioting of February, 1934, 
was one of the Rightists who joined 
in the tumult. Other Rightists 
shouted at Blum. 

“Go to Moscow! Go to Moscow!” 

Had Presented His Program. 

The sudden disturbance broke out 
after the Premier had addressed 
the Chamber with a program in- 
tended to satisfy the demands of 
the hundreds of thousands of la- 
borers on strike in the country, to 
revive business and to relieve the 
farmer. 

Vallat charged Blum had “en- 
tirely surrounded himself with 
Jews.” 

He attacked Blum’s political 
prophecies, notably his prediction 
in 1932 that Adolf Hitler never 
would take the power in Germany. 
Then Vallot attacked the British 
policy of sanctions against Italy, 
but not against Germany. He 
spoke of the 1934 riots and said he 
regretted to see that Pierre Cot, 
air minister at that time, was back 
in the cabinet again. 

Chiappe arose to answer a charge 
that insufficient police prepara-

Benate passed the new tax bill by a 


yote of 88 to 24 last night and sent 
it to eonference with the House 


where administration men will 
fight for high, graduated taxes on 
undistributed profits of cerpora- 
tions. 

Vice-President Garner filled out 
the membership of the Conference 
Committee by naming Senators 
Hastings (Rep.), Delaware, and 
Metcalf (Rep.), Rhode Island, to 
places which had been refused by 
Senators Cousens (Rep.), Michigan, 
and Keyes (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
ranking minority members of the 
Finance Committee. They an- 
nounced last night, immediately aft- 
er passage of the tax bill, that they 
opposed both the Finance Com- 
mittee bill and the House version 
carrying high graduated taxes on 
undistribued profits of corporations. 

Many legislators said that the 
“real contest” over high taxes 
would take place in conference and 
that the bill may be entirely re- 
written there, 

The bill, as it passed the Senate, 
differs greatly from a measure pre- 
viously passed by the House. It is 
designed to raise $829,000,000. 

What Bill Calls For. 


Tt calls, among other things, for 
a 15% to 18 per cent tax on net 
_corporate incomes, eompared to the 
* existing tax of 12% to 15 per cent; 
a new levy of 7 per cent on undis- 
tributed corporate earnings; repeal 
of the present exemption of divi- 
dends from the 4 per cent normal 
income tax; an increase of 1 per 
cent in the individual income sur- 
tax on every surtax bracket be- 
tween $6000 and $50,000, plus a flat 
$440 increase in the taxes on brack- 
ets over $50,000; and an 80 per cent 
“windfall” tax on what was termed | 
“unjust enriching -of processors 
who did not pay the AAA pro- 
cessing levies. 

The 7 per cent undistributed 
profits tax is much lower than de- 
sired by administration officials. 
They originally suggested a gradu- 
ated tax averaging 33% per cent. 
The House bill would tax corporate 
net income on a graduated scale 
ranging up to 42% per cent, de- 
pending on how much of the in- 
come was withheld from stockhold- 
ers. 

An indication of the hard fight 
administration leaders plan for 
higher profits taxes was given 
when the question of conferees 
arose. Leaders made the unusual 
decision to select eight instead of 
the customary five, thereby assur- 
ing that three members friendly to 
the idea of higher taxes on undis- 
tributed earnings would be on the 
Conference Committee.

Blum, finally returning to the 
chamber, declared flatly there 
would be “no devaluation of the 
franc!” 

Head of Bank of France Ousted. 


Blum dismissed Jean Tannery, gov- 
ernor of the Bank of France, today 
and appointed in his place Emile 
Labeyre, attorney for the General 
Court of Accounts. 

The shakeup was interpreted as 
a first step to revise the bank’s 
statutes to break control by the 
“200 families’—the term Leftists 
apply to shareholders who elect the 
regents of the bank. 

The possibility that Blum is 
looking to the bank for funds to 
keep the National Treasury running 
was suggested. It was said the 
bank already was covering a grow- 
ing deficit by printing new bank 
notes. Authorities estimated the 
bank is holding more than 13,000,- 
000,000 francs ($858,000,000 in Treas- 
ury bonds or drafts. 

Finance Minister Vincent Auriol 
began prosecution of an unidenti- 
fied man known as “Monsieur X” 
for dissemination of false news over 
radio stations. Bankers estimated 
2,000,000,000 francs in gold were 
withdrawn from the Bank of 
France during the last week to be 
sent abroad. 

Blum’s Legislative Program. 


Blum told Parliament he would 
introduce next week bills provid- 
ing for: 

Political amnesty, demanded 
particularly by the Communists: 

A 40-hour week for labor; 

Collective labor contracts; 

Paid vacations; 

A public works plan including 
scientific laboratories, sports fa- 
cilities and tourist attractions; 

Nationalization of the arma- 
ments industry; 

Higher prices for farm. products 
such as meat, milk and wine 
through boards similar to the 
wheat board; 

Longer compulsory education; 

Revision of the Bank of France 
statutes “guaranteeing a prepon- 
derance of national interests in 
its Management; and— 

A revision of the decree laws to 
relieve Governemnt  jobholders 
and war veterans whose pay 
and pensions were cut. 

Second Program to Follow. 

Blum said as soon as this first 
batch of bills was voted, he would 
introduce a second series providing 
for: (1) A national unemployment 
fund or dole; (2) Insurance against 
farmers’ losses from flood or other 
weather disasters; (3) Farm debt 
relief; (4) A retirement system 
“guaranteeing aged workers in cit- 
ies and country against poverty.” 

The Premier said tax reforms to 
increase levies on the wealthy 
would follow soon afterward. He 
described it as “a broad system of 
tax simplification and lightening, 
relieving producers and business, 
asking new resources only from ac- 
quired wealth, repression of tax 
evasions, and, above all general re- 
covery and (economic) activity.” 
Blum announced his peace policy 
was based on the League of Na- 
tions, organization for collective se- 
curity, and hope for an arms limi- 
tation treaty. 

“The ceuntry’s will is evident,” he 
said. “It wants peace. It wants 
it unanimously. 

“It wants it indivisible with all 
the ‘nations of the world and for 
all the nations of the world. 

“It identifies peace with respect 
for international law and eontracts 
and with fidelity for engagements 
made and words given. 


“It ardently 
wanizat ha.

permit the stopping of the wild 
armaments competitions into which 
all Europe is being led and, on the 
contrary, to lead to its logical cor- 
ollary, which is an international un- 
derstanding for publicity, progres 
sive reduction and effective check 
on national armaments.” 

Blum told Parliament he would 
ward off any “attack on democratic 
institutions”—meaning an attempt- 
ed dictatorship—“with a force in 
proportion to the threats or the re- 
sistance.” 

He said his cabinet, “in full co- 
operation with you, seeks to revive 
French economy, to wipe out un- 
employment, to increase purchas- 
ing power, and to provide a little 
well-being and security for those 
who, by their labor, create the real 
wealth.” 


No Mention of War Debts, 

Blum made no mention of war 
debts in his declaration. 

He promised to publish within a 
few days “the first balance sheet 
of the economic and financial ait- 
uation.” 

Said Blum: “The Government is 
not fooling itself on either the 
nature or the seriousness of the dif- 
ficulties awaiting it. It does not 
intend to hide them from the coun- 
try any more than from itself.” 

He warned against obstructionist 
tactics and suggested Parliament 
would “understand how perilous it 
would be to disappoint the eager 
hope of the entire nation for re- 
lief, chance and renewal.” 

New strikes were started in 
many sections of the country even 
as the Premier spoke. 

Workers joined the strike ranks 
in Versailles, St. Germain, Meu- 
don, St. Cloud, and in other Paris 
suburbs. 

In the vicinity of Rouen more 
than 12,000 workers went on strike. 
At Arras, in the north, the strike 
affected the coal mines. A few 
plants in and around Paris settled 
strikes this morning but at least 
60 others were added to the strik- 
ing list, 

Steel mills, synthetic gasoline 
plants, chemical faetories, dye 
works, and power plants joined the 
movement in the north in a series 
ef towns and cities. 

The speed with which the strike 
movement spread prevented any 
official estimate of the tota) num- 
ber of persons involved, but pri- 
vate sources set the figure as high 
as 1,000,000. 

Deuble Opposition. 

The Government faced a double 
opposition—first, from the strikers, 
whose demands it was attempting 
to rush through; second, from vig- 
orous Rightists out of sympathy 
with the People’s Front Socialist- 
Communist coalition. 

Seven interpellations (objections 
to Government proposals) by Right- 
ists were announced for the Cham- 
ber session. The Rightist press 
warned against the “enfeeblement 
of France” by strikes “playing into 
Hitler's hands.” 

Rightists selected Louis Marin, 
former Minister of State in the 
Laval Cabinet, to lead their oppo- 
sition to the Government labor 
propogals. 

Marin, it was disclosed, will ask 
for details of the measures “to 
preserve interior and exterior 
peace” to support his promise to 
“fight to the last ditch if the revo- 
lutionary front strives to carry out 
ita idiotic pre-election proposals.” 

Jean Cardinal Verdier, Arch- 
bishop of Paris, warned today that 
any action outside the regular 
operation of France's republican 
institutions “means the abyss.” He 
ealled on the French to forget 
partisan differences and to join in 
seeking a solution of “the vices of 
our social order.” 

He stressed “exterior perils.” 


Feed Situation in Paris. 

In the eapital, police were or- 
dered to curb food profiteering.

Constables, Unable to Get An- 
swer at Door, Call Police 
Who Find Bady. 


Eviction of Robert Schuster from 
his flat at 5188A Enright avenue 
for non-payment of rent was pre- 
vented yesterday by his death a 
few hours before Constables called. 
Arriving at 2 p. m. to serve the 
writ of eviction, Constable A. F. 
Dolan of the Ninth District and two 
deputies suspected something was 
wrong when no one came to the 
door. They called police, who broke 
in the back door. The body af 
Schuster, whe was 53 years old, a 
salesman, was found in a chair in 
the bedroom. He was fully elothed 
except for one shoe. 

A physician who had been treat- 
ing him for heart disease for six 
months certified that the ailment, 
which had prevented him from 
working lately, was the cause of 
death. His wife, Mrs. Jenny Mae 
Schuster, was called from her place 
ef employment, the William Dug- 
gan Coffee Co., 510 Lucas avenue, 
where he formerly worked. 

The eviction suit was filed April 
28 before Justice of the Peace 
Charles McCune by Miss Alma Kel- 
ler, 2862 Laclede Statian road, Ma- 
plewood, as agent for Walter Keller, 
her brother. It alleged that Sehus- 
ter was in arrears $50 for two 
months’ rent. Constable Dolan told 
a Post-Dispateh reporter he had 
tried unsuccessfully to delay or 
forestall eviction because.of Schus- 
ter’s condition. Schuster, the Con- 
stable said, told him Thtursday he 
could not moved yesterday, but 
would call at the Constable’s office. 
Because of his failure te appear 
Dolan decided the writ would have 
to be executed. Action was post- 
poned yesterday, however, after the 
death was discovered.

New Bank Chief Former Secretary 
of Finance Ministry. 
Labeyre, the new bank chief, is 
59 years old and former Seeretary- 
General of the Ministry of Finance. 
He traveled in Indo-China on a fi- 
nancial mission in 1902 and later 
became head of the permanent 
staff of the Colonial Ministry. 


Tannery Oppesed French Borrow- 
ing From British. 

Tannery became governor of the 
bank in January, 1935, after the 
resignation of Clement Moret. Pre- 
viously he was director of the Se- 
questered Funds Division. 

When he took over the office, 
Tannery formulated a policy of dis 
counting Treasury bonds and ac- 
ecepting them as eollateral. This 
year he opposed a Government plan 
to borrow £40,000,000 ($200,000,000) 
from British finaneial interests and 
refused the use of the bank’s gold 
to guarantee a loan by Sweden 
which France was reported to be 
seeking. 

In March he denied he would re- 
sign and hig friends said then “if 
the Government wants him out it 
will have to remove him.” The 
French loan from the British was 
completed in February, 

Tannery participated in all im- 
pertant conferences of Government 
officials during the last few months 
as attempts were made to stop the 
flow of gold from the country. He 
approved the increase in the bank’s 
discount rate last month from 5 to 
6 per cent.

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, June 6.—Hopes 
of avoiding a wide-open fight this 
session over gelection of a new 
House floor leader to succeed Wil- 
liam B. Bankhead, promoted to 
Speaker, were blasted last night 
when Representative Rankin of 
Mississippi declared there would be 
a “spirited eantest” and he would 
be a candidate. 

Bankhead was chosen Speaker 
soon after the House was formally 
notified of the death ef Speaker 
Byrns, Bankhead had become fleor 
leader when he dropped out of the 
race against Byrns when Byrns was 
elected Speaker on the death of 
Speaker Rainey in 1934. 

Rankin said that statements that 
Representative O'Connor of New 
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York, chairman of the Rules Com- 
mittee, “would automatically be 
come floor leader are incorrect.” He 
said “arrangements are going for- 
ward for a caucus te elect the suc- 
cessor to Mr, Bankhead.” The cau- 
eus probably will be held the latter 
part of next week, he added. 

Representatives Mead of New 
York, Rayburn of Texas and Wood- 
rum of Virginia all are likely ean- 
didates for leadership.

The Benson trial itself epitomized 
the determination of the planters 
to nip laber unrest in the bud and 
demonstrated that in this area .he 
planter is “the law.” The old Cir- 
cuit courtreom, high-eeilinged with 
oil paintings of Robert E. Lee and 
Nathan Bedford Forrest looking 
down in their uniforms of Confed- 
erate gray, was crowded as Justice 
of the Peace J, E. McCutcheon 
seated himself at the head of coun- 
sel table. 


“Strictly Legal.” 


“Let’s get a jury,” said Prose- 
cutor Bradford in line with his 
avewed purpose of having every- 
thing “strictly legal.” 

Promptly, Deputy Rea — whose 
strike-breaking activities the union 
has been called to the attention of 
the Federal Government with the 
result that Samuel E. Whitaker of 
Chattanooga has been sent into the 
field as a “special investigator” for 
Attorney-General Cummings — s¢- 
lected a jury of planters and busi- 
ness men from among the specta- 
tors. 

The trial was about to proceed 
when it was discovered there were 
14 men in the jury box, several of 
whom previously had discussed the 
strike with the writer. “Oh, well, 
make it 12," said the prosecutor. 
Then it was discovered that sev- 
eral were technically disqualified 
and eight men finally heard the 
case. The law requires a jury of 
six to 12. 

The jurors swore they knew of 
no reason why they could not af- 
ford a fair and impartial trial to 
the defendant. 

Jury Makes Short Work of It. 


It took them only a few minutes 
to give a verdict calling for a maxi- 
mum fine of $500 for “interfering 
with labor.” The Justice of the 
Peace took small part in the trial 
except to ask for quiet. 

After this verdict, Defense Attor- 
ney Moody waived the formality of 
a jury trial, and Benson was quick- 
ly fined another $500 and costs for 
“inciting a riot.” He was fined $10 
and costs for not having an Ar- 
kansas license on his ear, which 
earried a District. of Columbia tag. 
As an after thought, after a high- 
way patrolman testified, Bensan 
was further charged with failure to 
have a driver’s license and was 
promptly fined $50. 

Thus the fines exclusive of costs 
—which if not paid must be 
served out by labor on a private 
plantation at the rate of 75 cents a 
day—were $1060. The plantation 
owner obtains the use of county 
prisoners through a contract with 
the County Court. In St. Francis 
County, payment of costs is suf- 
ficient to obtain a prisoner, who 
must work out both costs and fine. 

The “Convicting” Testimony. 

Testimony at the trial for “inter- 
fering with labor” was perfunctory, 
several Negroes testifying they were 
interfered with. They could not 
identify Benson as one of the pick- 
ets who alarmed them, but a State 
ranger testified he arrested Benson 
as he was conducting a “march” of 
white union members who ordered 
Negroes from the fields. One Ne- 
gro said that Benson stopped by his 
cabin at 3:30 o’elock in the morning 
and asked, “Are you going to 
work?” “I said, ‘I guess so,’” the 
Negro testified, and then he quoted 
Benson as gaying: “I guess not.” 

A planter, Charles Dabbs of Proc- 
tor, Ark., said he could “see the 
unrest” among his Negroes and as- 
serted that he and his friends had 
disarmed men who fired a rifle and 
shotgun to intimidate his laborers. 
He told how “we cut ‘em off at the 
erossroads.” 

A State ranger conceded that the 
strike picket line was peaceable at 
the time Benson was arrested. Ar- 
resting a motorist for having a li- 
cense other than an Arkansas one 
-——the original charge against Ben- 
son — “depended upon  circum- 
stances,” he said. In this case, the 
officer explained, the “cireum- 
stances” were such as to make it 
appear the labor organizer was 
working in Arkansaa.

Suppressive measures by land- 
owners and county authorities, who 
are sincerely convinced they are 
defending their homes against an 
“uprising,” have virtually put an 
end to the strike. 


Because of these aggressive tac- 
tics, Mitchell said, the sharecrop- 
pers struck in sympathy with the 
laborers 10 days later. The farm 
hands’ strike, he said, was partly to 
emphasize what he described as a 
tendency to do away with the 
sharecroppers and to use day lahor- 
ers. Such labor, however, is fur- 
nished customarily with a cabin 
and garden patch, insuring a stable 
supply of unskilled labor when 
needed. Crittenden County offi- 
cials never let the strike get start- 
ed. They jailed the ringleaders in 
the field on a variety of charges. 
The strike made scant progress in 
Cross County. 

In a corner of this county. (St. 
Francis), where the three counties 
join, Negroes on several big plan- 
tations left the fields. Many of 
them were not “on strike,” but 
feared to work after encountering 
the strikers’ white pickets. Others 
jioned the strike, many who worked 
secretly sympathized with it. 

About 20 National Guardsmen 
supplanted by the Rangers subse- 
quently appeared and the picket 
line disappeared. Mitchell and oth- 
er atrike leaders conceded that the 
pickets, composed mainly of white 
sharecroppers, were used to intimi- 
date the Negroes, although he de- 
nied they were armed or made any 
physical aggression. 


Drouth Upsets Strategy. 


The strike, still officially in prog- 
ress, was timed for the 
chopping season,” the 
period of thinning the cotton plants 
and weeding the rows, on which the 
whole vear’s crop may depend. 
fortunately for the union, the period 
was one of drouth, enabling the 
planters to rally their forces. Had 
it been a wet May an abundance 
of immediate labor would have been 
imperative to attend to the fast- 
growing cotton and weeds. 

In diseussing the financia] angle 
of the situation, the planters point- 
ed out that while 75 cents is the 
prevailing daily wage—a few pay

Inquiry Into Hanging. 

Police of suburban Wyandotte 
said today that arrests would be 
made soon in connection with the 
death of Roy Pidcock, who dis-

Pideock, 32-year-old steel work- 
er, disappeared from his home ear- 
ly on May 13, clad only in his un- 
derwear. His body was found the 
next day, hanging in a hut on 
Fighting Island, in the Detroit 
River. 

His death was recorded as sui- 
cide, but Wyandotte detectives said 
they had discovered that Pidcock 
and Poole, who was shot to death 
at a Black Legion “execution” the 
same morning, had mutual  ac- 
uaintances, 

A group of men who set out in 
several automobiles to punish 
Poole, following a false accustion 
that he had mistreated his wife, 
became separated when a draw- 
bridge opened, according to court 
testimony. 

Police Chief William P. Rutledge 
of Wyandotte said he was investi- 
gating the possibility that “either 
some of the Black Legion men who 
became “lost” at the drawbridge 


idcock, or that another group was 
assigned to that duty.” 

Evidence of Beating. 

Detectives said they had infor- 
mation that two men questioned 
Pidcock two- weeks before his 
death about reports reflecting on 
his character, and that he returned 
to his home on May 11, after a 
two-day absence, with welts on his 
back, as if from a beating.

BRIDGE PLANS PUSHED 
BY ST. CLAIR COUNTY 


Passage of Ordinance to Enter | 


St. Louis Urged at 
Hearing. 


Although complete arrangements 
for raising the $4,500,000 needed to 
build a St. Clair County highway 
toll bridge over the Mississippi 
have not been made, the county 
has undertaken a definite policy 
of proceeding with construction 


plans, provided authority is granted 
by ordinance by the city of St. 
Louis, county spokesmen told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today. 

St. Clair County has applied to 
the PWA for the largest possible 
grant to apply to the cost of its 
bridge. Highway Engineer B. C. 
McCurdy told a reporter today that 
PWA Administrator Ickes had 
ranked the proposal in his top or 
“A” list of acceptable undertak- 
ings, subject to appropriation of 
additional funds by Congress. 

The County Board of Super- 
visors, which would have charge 
of the bridge, has received a bid 
from H. C. Speer & Co. of Chicago 
to buy revenue bonds if the PWA 
does not accept them as security 
for a loan to augment the grant. 
County officials have indicated 
that sale of revenue bonds to meet 
the entire cost probably would be 
undertaken if no PWA money was 
received. Interest and principal of 
revenue bonds would be paid solely 
from toll income of the bridge. 

Hopes to Begin Work This 

Summer. 

McCurdy told the Board of Pub- 
lic Service at a hearing yesterday 
that the county hoped to start con- 
struction this summer. He also 
said that the county would turn 
over the bridge to the Illinois State 
Highway Department as a free 
crossing after the retirement of 
the proposed bonds. He added that 
six-month options had been ob- 
tained from railroads and other 
corporations for right-of-way for 
the St. Louis approach. 

The bridge would be four lanes 
wide and a mile and one-half long.

Z00 AARDVARK BREAKS BACK, 
IS PUT TO DEATH WITH DRUG 


Ant-Eater Believed to Have 
Snapped Vertebra in Shying 
Away From Visitor. 

The Zoo’s aardvark, a burrowing 
animal from Africa which feeds on 
ants, was destroyed by a drug in- 
jection yesterday after it had been 
discovered the animal was partly 
paralyzed from a fractured verte- 

bra and could not be cured. 

How the aardvark was injured 
is not known, but it is thought the 
vertebra snapped when the animal 


made a quick turn in shying away 
from a visitor. The injury was dis- 
covered about nine days ago when 
the mammal began going through 
odd motions. 

During the last three or four 
days the small mammal house was 
closed to the public in an effort 
to determine whether quiet would 
restore the aardvark to good health. 
But there was no improvement. It 
was then decided to end the ani- 
mal’s life with a drug injection. 

Post-mortem examination dis- 
closed the broken vertebra. The 
animal had been in the Zoo since 


its kind in the collection. It was 
brought to this country from Africa 
with three other aardvarks which 
were sold to other zoos.

IN LEAP FROM 
HUSBAND S AUTO 


Mrs. Arthur Daume, 23, 
Jumps From Moving Car 
on Goodfellow  B:vd. 
After Quarrel. 


Mrs. Lilly Belle Daume, 23 years 
old, was killed when she jumped 


from a moving automobile at Good- 
fellow boulevard and Lalite street 
early today after she and her hus- 
band, Arthur, who was driving, had 
quarreled. ae 

Patrolman Joseph O’Neill of the 
North Market Street District, on 
his way home from an assignment 
at the Municipal Theater, was driv- 
ing several hundred feet behind the 
Daume car when Mrs. Daume 
jumped. O'Neill reported he saw 
the machine ahead swerve sharply 
and stop a short distance ‘ahead. 
As O'Neill saw the woman and 
stopped, Daume ran back to the 
scene and said, “We had a few 
drinks and got into an argument 
and she jumped out,” O’Neill re- 
ported. 

Mrs. Daume was unconscious, 
bleeding from a wound in the back 
of the head. At City Hospital she 
was pronounced dead of a fractured 
skull and the body was taken to 
the Morgue. Physicians found also 
a bruise on the forehead, above the 
eye, and a cut lip. The upper part 
of the back of her dress was torn. 

Daume, 25-year-old laborer, said 
he and his wife were on the way 
to their home on Glendale avenue, 
Prospect Hill, when the quarrel 
started. Earlier in the evening they 
had gone for a ride, accompanied 
by Mrs. Daume’s mother, Mrs. Ruth 
Milburn, 1505A Semple avenue, and 
had stopped at two taverns for 
beer. 

“We were driving north on Good- 
fellow and the argument began 
about the time we got to Natural 
Bridge avenue,” Daume told police. 
“Both of us said some nasty things. 

“I was looking ahead, driving, 
and then I heard the right door 
latch click and saw her about to 
jump out. I grabbed at her dress 
but it tore and she fell out.” 

Daume said his wife had been 
extremely nervous since the death 
of their 21-month-old son in March, 
1935. 

Mrs. Milburn told police her 
daughter had been nervous, adding 
that the younger woman had 
threatened to commit suicide sev- 
eral times. Both Daume and his 
wife, however, had been in good 
humor when they left her home 
and there had been no unpleasant- 
ness during the ride, Mrs. Milburn 
said. The Daumes had been mar- 
ried six years. Daume was ordered 
held under bond pending an inquest 
Monday.

The chart was designed to show 
figures from records of a half a 
dozen banks. When the piecemeal

|changed hands. 

The chart was used to supple- 
'ment the testimony of bank em- 
| ployes and, the prosecution assert- 
|ed, when completely uncovered, will 
ishow that more than $20,000 of 
Luckman money, exchanged after 
the murder, had not been account- 
ed for. 

Defendants include an assistant 
District Attorney, a detective and 
a former chief assistant United 
States Attorney. 

Samuel Leibowitz testified that 
the scandal in the inquiry had 
caused him to quit as counsel for 
Meyer Luckman; his nephew, 
Harry; and Fred Hull, now in pris- 
on for the killing.

MME. JOLIOT-CURIE ADVANCES 
RADIO-ACTIVE INJECTION IDEA 


Thinks Atom-Splitting Discovery 
Has Possible Use in Treatment 
of Cancer. 

LONDON, June 5.—Discovery of 
a form of artificial radium was de- 
scribed last night by Mme. Irene 
Joliot-Curie, Nobel prize winner, in 
a lecture at the International Clin- 
ic of the Medical Association. 

Mme. Joliot-Curie, newly named 
undersecrgtary for scientific re- 
search in the French cabinet of 
Leon Blum, is a daughter of the 
late Mme. Marie Curie, co-discover- 
er of radium. She and her husband 
won the Nobel prize in chemistry 
last year. 

She told how, by atom-splitting 
methods, many substances could be 
given some of the active properties 
of radium, and suggested it would 
be possible to apply these radio- 
active substances in medical treat- 
ment, as for cancer, by injection. 
Although they cannot yet be pro- 
duced in sufficient quantities to 
compete with natural radium for 
external use, these substances soon 
will be available in considerable 
amounts, she said. 


BANK FORECLOSES ON HOME

Poultry Dealers, Whose Challenge 
Led to NRA Downfall, Un- 
able to Pay Mortgage. 

NEW YORK, June 6.—A bank 
foreclosed yesterday on the home 
of the Schechter’ brothers, Alex, 
Aaron, Martin and Joseph, Brook- 
lyn poultry dealers whose constitu- 
tional challenge of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act resulted in 
its invalidation by the United

RELIEF ROLL INCREASE 
IN ST. CLAIR COUNTY 


May Report, However, Shows 
Gain in Number Employed 
by WPA. 


The St. Clair County Emergency 
Relief Committee extended aid dur- 
ing May to 3636 families, represent- 
ing 12,362 persons. At the same 
time the Works Progress Admin- 
istration employed a member from 


each of 5883 families, representing 
20,000 persons, bringing the total 
number of families receiving direct 
and work relief to 9519, or 32,363 in- 
dividuals, who constitute 20 per 
cent of the county’s population. 

During the month 388 families 
were added to the relief rolls, while 
238 were dropped. Of the families 
added, 167 were taken on because 
of loss of employment in private 
industry, and 79 were dropped be- 
cause of re-employment in indus- 
try. The WPA dropped 124 fam- 
ilies, which were returned to relief 
rolls, and employed 155 members 
of families on the rolls. 

All relief recipients were required 
recently to reregister with the re- 
lief, committee, being accepted only 
after they had presented affidavits 
from three employers showing they 
had sought work from them. This 
move eliminated 349 families, who 
failed to reapply. These families 
represent 8 per cent of those on 
relief, 

Expenditures for the month to- 
taled $82,009. The standard family 
budget, paid when there is no short- 
age of funds, is $37.50 for an aver- 
age family of 3.4 persons. During 
the last three months, however, 
this has been cut to $20, providing 
only for food, fuel, medical] aid and 
emergency rent payments to pre- 
vent evictions. Relief families are 
expected to do odd jobs to earn 
money for regular rent payments, 
clothing and household necessities. 


TEXAS FAIR AT DALLAS 
OPENED WITH CEREMONY 


Roper’s Words Flashed Around 
World; Ribbons Cut With 
Large Shears. 

By the Associated Press. 

DALLAS, Tex., June 6.—One 
brief sentence flashed over a net- 
work of telegraph and cable wires 
around the earth and returned to 
its starting point here today, to 
open the Texas Centennial Central 
Exposition, culmination of a State- 
wide celebration of the one-hun- 
dredth anniversary of Texas inde- 
pendence. 

The sentence, spoken at the end 
of the address of Secretary of Com- 
merce Daniel C. Roper, formally 
accepted the $25,000,000 show in the 
name of the President of the Unit- 
ed States.

WORKERS UNION TAKES 
CREDIT FOR RELICF BILL 


Demonstrations Led to Voting 
of $738,000, Speakers at 
Meeting Say. 


The American Workers’ Union, 
organization of the unemployed, 
took to itself a good deal of the 
credit for passage of the $738,000 
relief appropriation bill at a meet- 
ing held last night at Labor Cen- 
ter, Leonard and Easton avenues. 

The bill, passed yesterday by the 
Board of Aldermen, and funds al- 
ready on hand will give the St. 
Louis Relief Committee the $923,900 
it has said will be needed to meet 
the requirements of 24,200 persons 
on the relief rolls during the next 
four months.

priation was exhausted, and tne

Relief Office Disturbance. 

Joe Morris referred to the recent 
disturbance at the relief applica- 
tion office, Twenty-first and Olive 
streets, in which eight policemen 
and seven relief applicants were 
injured. 

“Everybody who got his skull 
cracked that day got a relief order 
the next day, ranging from $5 and 
something to $12 and something,” 
Morris said. “And a lot of the 
rest of you got your orders, too, 
the next day. Many, many families 
now have a little something to eat 
due to our good work and judg- 
ment.” 

Willie Hoper, a Negro, still wear- 
ing a bandage on his head as a 
reminder of what went on in the 
relief station that day, said he had 
gone there because the $2.80 order 
he had obtained for himself and 
his wife the previous week had 
been exhausted. “The next day 
after they beat me up and put me 
in the hospital,” said Hoper, “my 
wife got an order for $5.60. So 
that’s what I got for my struggle.” 

The disturbance at the relief sta- 
tion began when Miss Charlotte 
Ring, supervisor of the office, asked 
police to arrest Hoper 
other men who had been making 
speeches which Miss Ring said dis- 
rupted the office routine. 


“Deliberate Police Attack.” 


Morris, and other speakers last 
night, charged that it was a delib- 
erate attack by police, arranged at 
a time when the relief station was 
filled with Negroes. All of the re- 
lief applicants injured were Ne 
groes. ; 

“They took care of the white 
workers that day,” Morris said. 
“You saw how they got their orders 
and went home, one by one. Then 
late in the afternoon, when only 
Negroes were there, they called in 
the police to tlub them. There were 
only five or six men in the build- 
ing at the time.

More St. Louis Keminiscences. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispateb: 
R. LANHAM’S reminiscences in your 
issue of June 2 were comparatively 
recent experiences—from my viewpoint. 

1 remember the once familiar call of 
the newsboy, “Republican, Democrat, 
Times or Globe!" That was before the 
Globe and the Democrat had consolidated, 
and Mr. Pulitzer had not yet come to 
St. Louis, so that the Post, the Dispatch, 
the Star, the Sayings and the Evening 
Chronicle had not yet come into exist- 
ence. S 

The Missouri Republican was published 
from the old building at Third and Chest- 
nut, the Cupples Woodenware Co, was at 
Second and Chestnut, where Mr. Brook- 
ings sat at his desk every day; the Sim- 
mons Hardware Co. was at Ninth and 
Washington and E. C, Simmons was con- 
stantly directing the affairs of that cor- 
poration. 

The William Barr Dry Goods Co. was 
at Third and Vine and the Famous was 
still on Franklin avenue near Seventh 
‘street. Union M. E. Church was at Elev- 
enth and Locust; Henry Shaw lived on 
Seventh and Locust, and Martin Lam- 
mert and Edwin Conrades had built 
themselves brownstone-front houses on 
Eighteenth and Carr, with silver name- 
plates on the doors. Washington Uni- 
versity was at Eighteenth and Wash- 
ington. 

At that time, each street car line was 
owned by a different corporation, 80 
there were no transfers. The only light 
on a car was a small coal-oil lamp and 
there was no heat; but on very cold days, 
a little straw was put on the floor so 
that we could keep our feet warm. There 
were no hard-surfaced streets, but when 
the mud got too deep, a wagon came 
along and dumped a load of small rocks 
into the holes, which gradually packed 
down and made the street at least pass- 
able. A narrow-gauge railway train left 
the station at Vandeventer avenue every 
day for the county and thus made it 
possible for us to communicate with our 
country cousins. 

Uhrig’s Cave was at Jefferson avenue 
and Washington, and F. H. W. Krenning 
had a private garden at Nineteenth and 
Hebert streets, where he raised apples, 
peaches and pears. When we wanted to 
go nutting, we went out to what is now 
Marcus avenue, but in those days it was 
an all-day trip out in the country. 

There were few telephones and, of 
course, no automobiles, no electric lights, 
no radios, no airplanes; the apartment 
house had not yet come and there were 
no skyscrapers. The postoffice, which 
still stands at Third and Olive streets, 
was one of our big buildings.

BEHIND THE MAGINNESS MURDER. 
The murder of Charles Maginness is weighted with 
significance. 

It was done in cold blood, well planned by men 
who knew his movements and expertly consummated. 
This type of murder is easily recognizable. It is 
the type that used to occur here in the days of the 
Egan gang. We saw it later in the feuds between 
It is the type that hap- 


of Al Capone. 

The proper designation for the Maginness murder 
is that it was “a private execution.” 

Private executions occur when rival gangs of 
hoodlums find it expedient for “business” reasons 
to snuff out individuala who do not fit into their 
scheme of things. The “business” involved may be 
bootlegging, dope peddling, gambling or extortion, 
better known as racketeering. It may be a combi- 
nation of several of these underworld activities. 

It is known that Maginness and two associates 
were ostensibly partners in a gyp joint at St. Charles 
known as the “400 Club.” At the time of the murder, 
they were about to open the club, with an elaborate 
gambling layout, with the expectation of reaping a 
harvest from veterans’ bonus money, soon to be paid. 
Here is a customary setting for gang trouble. 

In other respects, the Maginness murder is char- 
acteristic. Maginness lived for an hour after he 
was shot, but didn’t talk. He expressed ignorance as 
to the identity of his assailants. As in the case of 
many others, fear of the underworld silenced his lips, 
even on his deathbed. 

Again, the murderers have thus far, at least, made 


good their getaway, just as did the men who killed 


Dion O’Banion in his Chicago florist shop and the 
men who committed the St. Valentine day's massa- 
cre in the same city. Hired executioners usually un- 
dertake their work only when they know they are 
comparatively safe from apprehension. It has been 
true in the past, moreover, that such executions oc- 
cur in cities where the underworld has lines laid 
into politics and into police departments. 

St. Louis has in recent years been remarkably free 
of organized gang activity, Under the eight-year ad- 
ministration of Chief Gerk, the police carried the war 
into Africa and gang killing stopped. The Magtnness 
murder is the first that has occurred since the pres- 
ent Police Board, headed by William L. Igoe, went 
into office. 

We trust it will be the last. But it is not likely 
to be the last unless the police “bear down.” If the 
Maginness murder, as it appears, represents a de- 
veloping gang situation, it is going to take extraor- 
dinary efforts to break it up. Not just routine, pas- 
sive efforts, but extraordinary efforts. 

The complacent attitude found in some quarters 
that the police should permit criminals to kill one 
another off is stupid, to say the least. When gang- 
sters get into the habit of killing one another off, 
they often forget to stop there. In addition, the kill- 
ing-off process is a purposeful one, expediting the 
gangsters’ depredations upon society in one form or 
another.

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A CHALLENGE TO THE ALDERMEN. 

In an article written for the Post-Dispatch about 
two years ago, the following statement was made by 
Leslie C. Frank, sanitary engineer in charge of milk 
investigations for the United States Public Health 
Service: 

A standardization program is vitally necessary 
to remedy the chaotic conditions of milk sani- 
tation heretofore obtaining, and to establish con- 
fidence in milk quality on the part of the con- 
sumer, thus increasing milk consumption. Con- 
sumption of milk in St. Louis is only about half 
the amount recommended by nutrition experts. 


This reflects the generally poor quality of its 
milk supply, as determined recently by the Office 


of Milk Investigations. 

The Board of Aldermen did not heed the recom- 
mendation of Mr. Frank, seconded by many citi- 
zens and organizations, to adopt the United States 
standard milk ordinance. Instead, a compromise or- 
dinance was passed, without adequate grading provi- 
sions, without teeth for enforcement and providing 
for an insufficient number of inspectors. A report 
just Issued by the Federal Trade Commission shows 
the results of failure to enact the model ordinance, 
whose value has been proved by the experience of 
other cities. 

Sanitation conditions remain chaotic, the report 
shows. St. Louis consumers still run the risk of 
getting poor quality milk and consumption continues 
far below minimum health standards. Milk and 
cream from dairies that cannot pass the City Health 
Department’s inspection are being sold to consumers 
in considerable amounts, the report states. This is 
injurious both to the consumer, through the potential 
danger to health, and to the producer who fulfills the 
requirements, because the market for his product is 
curtailed by the competition of sub-standard pro- 
ducers. \ 

At the same time, recent surveys show that under- 
consumption of milk continues in the St. Louis area. 
According to a report in 1934, St. Louis stood at the 
bottom of a list of 14 major cities in that respect, 
with an average consumption of .42 pints per day— 
the standard set by nutrition authorities is a pint 
a day for adults and a quart a day for children. 

Health Commissioner Bredeck is justified in cit- 
ing the Federal Trade Commission’s report as evi- 
dence that “the present compromise milk ordinance 
is not effective.” Had the model ordinance been in 
effect, Dr. Bredeck says, the city would have 42 
inspectors instead of the present 19, and “such things 
could not have happened.” 

The appeals of citizens could not persuade the Al- 
dermen to adopt the model ordinance. The experi- 
ence of other cities, which obtained better milk sup- 
plies as a direct result of this measure, likewise was 
ineffective. Will the Trade Commission’s showing of 
abuses and law violations, of injustices to both con- 
sumer and producer, jar the Aldermen from their 
complacency and inaction? 

The report is a challenge to the Aldermen to rem- 
edy the situation by adoption of the milk ordinance. 
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A CRUEL SENTENCE. 

Terrible punishment awaits 21-year-old Otto Rich- 
ter should he return to Germany, for Richter is an 
avowed anti-Nazi. So when the Department of La- 
bor orders his deportation to Germany, it is sentenc- 
ing him to the horrors of a Nazi concentration camp, 
quite probably to death. 

Richter fled from Germany after Hitler came to 
power, shipping aboard a small steamer. When other 
members of the crew, all Nazis, threatened him, 
Richter left the ship, at Seattle. He got a job in 
San Francisco, but was arrested and his deportation 
ordered. Washington authorities refused al] appeals, 
refused even to let him go to Canada to obtain legal 
re-entry into the country. Despite the pleas of his 
wife, an American, Richter’s deportation on June 24 
has been ordered. 

Here is an occasion when, in the cause of human- 
ity, the strict letter of the law should be waived, 
and the refugee from tyranny be given a chance for 
his life. He has violated our immigration laws, it is 
true, but a penalty of beatings and torture is out of 
all proportion to the offense. Is bureaucracy 80 
blind, so heartless or so enmeshed in red tape that it 
cannot save its prisoner from the horrible fate that 
awaits him if he is sent to Germany? 

Is this the same America that was once proud to 
be an asylum for the oppressed peoples of the world? 
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LIVE LEGISLATIVE GHOST NO. 2. 

The United States Supreme Court declared the Guf- 
fey-Snyder Bituminous Coal Act in conflict with the 
Constitution, yet the Federal Treasury is to go on 
paying the salaries of some 160 persons employed by 
the National Coal Commission, set up under the act.

Ghost No. 2.

are relatively not of importance. One ele- 
ment is called the “defeatist’” element, 
though, as I shall immediately show, that 
nickname is not correct.. The other is that 
which believes Roosevelt either is slipping 
or has slipped and can be defeated; in some 
optimistic cases, that he is defeated already. 

If the Republicans are sure to be defeated 
this year, one kind of program and one kind 
of candidate are indicated as a matter of 
course. If they have a good chance, an- 
other kind is. The fight, therefore, is over 
what manner of thinking shall control the 
party and shape its destiny and that of the 
rival party and the nation, so far as one 
party can affect them, both now and at least 
until 1940, if not longer. 

“Defeatism” is an inexact word in this 
case. The so-called defeatists merely be- 
lieve that the Roosevelt tide has ebbed and 
is running out, but not fast enough to pre- 
vent his re-election. They feel certain of 
victory in the general election of 1938. Ac- 
cording to all history since the Civil War, 
that means certain victory in 1940; there has 
never been an exception to that rule. The 
plans of the defeatists, therefore, are not 
for defeat but for victory, which they con- 
sider as sure as the coming of sunrise.

Victory granted (in 1938 and, therefore, 
most surely, in 1940), what kind of thinking 
shall be in control of the organization and 
shall nominate the candidate and write the 
That’s what the fight is 
about. If the Roosevelt tide has not yet 
run clear out, though evidently ebbing fast, 
and is still far enough inshore to make cer- 
tain his re-election, the Republicans might 
as well nominate anybody, and one candi- 
date is as good as another to keep the record 
straight. It would appear that way to the 
inexperienced, but politics is not so simple. 
A don’t-care decision on June 12 or 13 may 
have a terrific backfire in 1940. 

The misnamed defeatist element is a con- 
siderable factor in Gov. Landon’s snowball- 
rolling progress toward the nomination. In 
preparing for victory in 1938 and 1940, it is 
necessary to avoid another Roosevelt land- 
slide in 1938, for the psychological effect, 
always a most important and practical ele- 
ment in strategy. 

To avoid such a landslide, it is needful to 
carry as much of the Middle West as pos- 
sible and a good deal of the East. That 
would pile up an electoral vote respectable 
enough in size to show the voter who is in- 
fluenced by such considerations that the Re- 
publicans are gaining and that a vote for 
them in 1938 and 1940 will not be wasted. 

No Landon advocate pretends he is a great 
man or even a leader, but that does not 
matter with the defeatists; he could be nom- 
inated in 1936, carry enough states to show 
that Roosevelt landslides are over, and so 
leave the party in good shape for 1940 and 
another candidate. This calculation would 
be good political reasoning except for one 
consideration, which I shall give later. 

Of the element which does not believe in 
defeatism, Hoover is the most notable fig- 
ure. He thinks victety is coming in 1936, 
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thinking on the party, not for the future, 
but now. The California primary made sure 
what had been far from certain, that he will 
be a real influence in the convention. Wheth- 
er all the non-defeatists will work with him 
at Cleveland is not-indicated, but it is not 
necessary that they should. 

Landon is a non-defeatist, as much as 
Hoover, though otherwise as far from agree- 
ing with Hoover as Borah is. In the calcu- 
lations of the defeatists, they plan to nomi- 
nate in 1940 a man who really is a leader 
and does stand for something. But here 
the possibility of a big vote for the 1936 
candidate comes in to endanger such an out- 
come and therefore endanger the election 
of 1940, too. 

« * * 

If the 1936 nominee polls a big vote, he 
can’t be discarded so easily in 1940. He will 
have the prestige of his big 1936 vote, and 
prestige is not a sentimental but a prac- 
tical factor. As the defeated standard- 
bearer of 1936, but not very badly defeated, 
he would seem to many to be the logical 
candidate in 1940. This would very likely be 
a stumbling block in the way of nominating 
a man stronger with the voters, and might 
easily wreck all the defeatist calculations. 

Senator Vandenberg of Michigan, a far 
abler man than Landon, and incomparably 
abler than any other 1936 candidate except 
Borah—who cannot possibly be nominated 
either this year or in 1940—does not want 
the 1936 nomination, but does want that of 
1940. It is only reasonable to put him 
among the so-called defeatists. Vandenberg 
discouraged all attempts to boom him for 
1936. Leaders so utterly dissimilar in all 
other respects as Hoover and Borah look 
on him with favor. Yet, until lately, his 
course was shaped so as to avoid, if pos- 
sible, any votes for him—in 1936. 

Recently he so far changed his course as 
to come forward as the “favorite son” can- 
didate of Michigan. The meaning of this 
is plain. Supposing Landon to be nomi- 
nated now and defeated, the Michigan vote 
for Vandenberg deprives Landon of his po- 
sition in 1940 as the only Republican in 
sight. Vandenberg remains as the sole can- 
didate who was voted for in 1936 and not 
in any discouraging way; for the votes cast 
for Knox and Borah at Cleveland will be not 
only discouraging but a final knockout. 


Vandenberg alone will be left in a posi- 
tion to do battle with the less able man who 
was not elected in 1936 but who has the 
claim of having put an end to the Roosevelt 
landslides. Meanwhile, he has four years 
in which the pile-driver of the Senate can 
appear in his infrequent but always impres- 
sive pile-drivings. 

This may be burst wide open by a failure 
to put Landon over at Cleveland. In that 
case, as the primaries have shaped so far, 
Vandenberg will be the nominee, whether 
he likes it or not. Knox and Borah being 
already out of it, no other outcome is pos- 
sible except a last-minute conclave and 
agreement on Steiwer of Oregon. But that 
would be so much a “2 a. m. smoke-filled 
room” solution as to be of 1920 vintage, 
not 1936, and would be equivalent to hand- 


ing the election over to Roosevelt as early

The political significance of this latest de- 
cision is probably greater than that of any 
other of the last two years. It does not 
hamper the New Deal. 

Neither the Federal Government nor the 
states can deal with wage levels below a so- 
cially tolerable minimum. 

The decision thus invites the administra- 
tion to take its stand for amendment of the 
Constitution, with a fund of public sym- 
pathy it did not have before that decision, 
It is very probable that the ultimate result 
of the decision will be to gain advocacy for 
& measure giving the Federal Government 
—not the states—the power to deal with 
child labor and minimum wages. 

A wise conservatism would seek to restore 
to the states their power over such matters, 


if only as a bulwark against new Federal! )» 
pansion.

KWANGTUNG ARMY 
READY FOR ACTION 


Commander Says He Is 
Willing to Carry Out 

® Wishes of People If He 

Receives Support.

SHANGHAI, June 6.—Officials 
of the Canton (South China) Gov- 
ernment, which yesterday issued a 
deciaration of war against Japan, 
gaid today that “the actual launch- 
ing of an anti-Japanese campaign 
must be inaugurated by Nanking.” 
(Nanking is the North China cap- 
ital.) 

Canton reports credited Gen. 
Chen Chi-tang, commander in chief 
of the forces of Kwangtung Prov- 
ince, which with Kwangsi makes up 
South China, as saying: 

B vn Southwest Political Coun- 
cil on June 2 urged Nanking to 


launch a war of resistance against 
Japan and asked the Government 
to lead the fight against these in- 
vaders. 

“The people here want anti-Jap- 
anese resistance. I and the 
Kwangtung army will attempt to 
fulfill their desire.” 

His statement and statements of 
other South China leaders were 
mpenteres an assurance against 

le possibility of a civil war in 
China 

It was thought here that Canton, 
which sent troops’ northward, now 
had completed its gesture designed 
to embarrass Nanking in the face 
of Japan. It was felt the south 
would not take further measures 
pending some move by Nanking. 

Lo Wen-kan, former Foreign Min- 
ister in Nanking, who now is di- 
recting Canton foreign policy, was 
quoted as saying the southwest ad- 
vocated national resistance against 
Japan, but did not intend to make 
war alone. 

The southwest, he was reported 
to have declared, “still observes the 
Kellogg Pact; résistance is for self- 
defense and must not be confused 
with war.”

The conferees agreed to the major 
provisions of the Senate bill, in- 
cluding the Robinson bill and the 
Borah-Van Nuys amendment. 

The Robinson bill would em- 
power the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion to limit quantity discounts 
where monopoly was involved, and 
would prohibit false discounts for 
brokerage fees or other services. 

Under the Borah amendment, 


competitors who felt they were be- 
ing discriminated against unfairly 


could institute criminal proceedings 
in Federal courts directly instead 
of going to the Federal Trade Com- 
mission. 


Both the Robinson and the Borab- | 


Van Nuys bills originally were in- 
troduced to strengthen the Clayton 
anti-trust law relating to price dif- 
ferentials for quantity purchases or 
other reasons. 

The House bill was similar to the 
Robinson bill, but did not limit the 
Trade Commissions power to re- 
stricting quantity differentials. Sen- 
ate language restricting this power 
to cases involving monopoly was 
retained by the conferees.

STOCKBRIDGE, Mass., June 6.— 
The major political parties of the

The man who represented him- 
self to be Beckmann of Luxemburg 
filed recently at Clayton, announc- 
ing he was a laborer of 439 Hoff- 
meister avenue, and that he would 
devote himself in office in further- 
ing the interests of the working 
man. A registered letter sent to 
that address went unanswered and 
investigation by Hiller resulted in 
locating a Henry Beckmann at 
439A Hoffmeister avenue, and his 
denial that he was.a candidate. 


Ousted Nicaraguan President Drops 
Plan to Take Plane. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, June 6.— 
The liner Cuzco was held in Corinto 
Bay today for President Juan B. 
Sacasa, fleeing in exile. Original- 
ly, the President, overthrown by a 
revolution of the National army, 
was expected to depart by plane, 
but the plans were changed when 
the ship was found to be available.

3oyle G. Clark at Chattanooga, 
Describes How Self-Govern- 
ment Works.

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 6. 
—Boyle G. Clark of Columbia, Mo., 
administrative head of Missouri's 
new system of self-government. of 
the bar under State Supreme Court 
rules, recommended the system to 
the Tennessee Bar Association at | 
Lookout Mountain yesterday as the 
most simple and effective way of 
protecting the public against un- 
ethical lawyers and gaining secur- 
ity for the legal profession itself 
against the illegal practice of law. 
Lagt month Clark made a similar 
address before the Arkansas Bar 
Association. 

“We have simply provided more 
effective and more efficient ma- 
chinery through which the courts 


may perform their inherent and 
constitutional functions,” Clark 
stated after describing the work- 
ings of the Missouri plan under Su- 
preme Court rules adopted 19 
months ago. The rules are admin- 
istered by Judicial Circuit Bar 
Committees appointed by the Court 
and the State Advisory Committee 
of which Clark is chairman. Funds 
are supplied mainly through a $3 
annual registration fee for each 
practicing lawyer, and voluntary 
bar associations remain undis- 
turbed. 


No New Legislation. 


“There has been no change in 
bar government,” Clark continued. 
“There has been no legislation. 
There has simply been an awaken- 
ing to duty. 

“When the rules were adopted 
there was a feeling that something 
novel had been undertaken. Law- 
yers outside Missouri seemed to 
feel that some new plan of bar 
government had been evolved, that 
there had been some form of judi- 
cial legislation and that our courts 
had done something radical. 


“This idea is a misconception of 
what we have done. It is a mis- 
understanding of the fundamental 
duty of a court to protect and con- 
trol the legal profession and pro- 
tect also the public. What we have 
done in Missouri can be accom- 
plished by the court in any state 
with the co-operation of half a doz- 
en determined lawyers. We have 
shown that no change in laws is 
needed to correct evils in every in- 
stance and that a proper use of the 
tools at hand often will do more 
good than to discard old for novel 
ideas.” 

Aims of Missouri System. 


“Purposes of the Missouri bar 
administration, Clark informed the 
Tennessee group, was to create 
such conditions that: 


“(1). Any person requiring serv- 
ices of a lawyer may select a mem- 
ber of the legal profession to rep- 
resent him with the knowledge 
that the attorney will be skillful, 
intelligent and honest and that 
neither that lawyer nor his adver- 
sary will attempt to obtain any 
undue advantage. 


“(2). The established practition- 
ers who have met the educational, 
moral and professional require- 
ments of the bar may be able to 
enjoy the benefits of their hard-won 
franchise without being forced to 
compete with unauthorized practi- 
tioners restrained by no sense of 
public duty or professional ethics. 

“(3). Law students may obtain 
admission to the bar with the 
knowledge that their opportunities 
for advancement and public service 
will not be impeded by unprofes- 
sional conduct of other lawyers and 
unauthorized interference by those 
who have not taken the prescribed 
training. 

“(4). All members of the bar may 
practice in a dignifed manner in 
conformity with the standards of 
thics, knowing others will conduct 
themselves likewise or suffer the 
penality. 

“These purposes may be consid- | 


ered accomplished when all the law | 
business seeks the lawyer uninflu- | 
enced by unauthorized practition- 
ers, uninfluenced by intermediaries 
and uninfluenced by unprofessional! 
conduct. There may be many ways 
of accomplishing them. In Missouri 
we have found but one effective 
way—the bar rules. We were un- 
able to conceive a more efficient 
plan. We are satisfied with it and 
are using it with telling result.” 
Accomplishments So Far. 

Although the Missouri bar admin- 
istration has devoted itself mainly 
to elimination of the unfit minority 
of lawyers and the suppression of 
practice of law by laymen and lay 
agencies, it has investigated law 
lists and directories, some of which 
Clark has described as “a disgrace- 
ful racket.” 

As a result of this investigation.

, In transferring a flimsy story and 
flimsy music from the era of boot- 


legging to that of boondoggling, the 
production staff has made a valiant 
effort. The swiftness and sureness 
that were Laurence Schwab's trade 


mark last season are on this show, 
largely a work of his 


assistant, 
Richard Berger. “Kid Boots” moves 


at a professional clip, even if one 
chorus girl trips over a bench, even 


if the leading lady catches her foot 
in a chorus man’s coat front and 
a comedienne loses one of the red 


thimbles with which she is doing a 


sleight-of-hana trick. Only those 
with good eyesight and sitting close 
up front would notice these acci- 
dents, anyway. 

Costumes are brilliant and new 
and there is a wardrobe full of 
them. Ranging from snappy white 
raincoats and colored transparency 
in a rainy day number to tailcoats 
and deep purple in a _ ballroom 
scene, they are Item No. 1 in the 
show’s smartness. 


Item No. 2 would be the dance 
numbers, of which one loses count. 
They fill in the weak places. The 
ladies of the ensemble are as smart- 
looking as their dresses this sea- 
son, and they and their partners 
are all on the youthful side of life. 

Yet with all its nifty treatment, 
“Kid Boots” contains a surprising 
amount of trash in interpolated 
numbers. Such savage stuff as the 
“White Heat” chorus at the open- 
ing of Act II, and the unregenerate 


lyrics of Janet Reade’s song spe 
cialty, “I’m One of God’s Children,” 
not only outrage the traditions of 
Municipal Opera, but clutter up 
what is a pleasant, even if silly, 


musical comedy.

A inspected always, not for its 

self alone, but for its indica- 
tions for the 11 other weeks. On 
that basis, “Kid Boots” has several 
happy. surprises. 

Its juvenile leading man, Ray 
Middleton, known to St. Louis pre- 
viously only for “Roberta” at the 
American Theater, proves to be a 
baritone whose voice carries ex- 
traordinary well in the park. With 
a little unbending, the tall gentle- 
man might easily become one of 
the opera’s best bets. 

The new prima ballerina, Helene 
Denizon, who does a bubble dance 
with an enormous inflated balloon, 
as well as a specialty with Carl 
Randall, is the loveliest and most 
lithesome lady to hold the job in 
many seasons. 

Miss Reade, an Amazon come- 
dienne with Harlow hair, created 
some of the most riotous fun of the 
evening in the good general rough- 
ing she gave the star of the show, 
Georgie Price, in a locker-room 
scene. June O’Dea, opposite Mr. 
Middleton, can sing, lifts a trim 
ankle and smiles most winningly. 
Favorites of former seasons — Jo- 
seph Macaulay and Audrey Christie 
—were welcomed by the audience. 

The busiest little fellow, of 
course, is the man who does Can- 
tor—Georgie Price. He goes through 
the tricks as well, often, as Cantor 
himself and that goggle-eyed gen- 
tleman sent his blessings on “Kid 
Boots” by telegraph, from Bever- 
ly Hills, Cal., last evening. Price. 
also does imitations of Al Jolson 
and Ruby Keeler, which are likely 
to irritate those who saw some- 
thing of the same order in “Whoo- 
pee” last August. In his final song 
number, he told three raw jokes, 
which did not strike the temper of 
the audience at all well, unless my 
ears mistake vague murmurings. 

One highly important indication 
from “Kid Boots” is that music this 
season will be in such shape as *o 
be enjoyed.

CALLS SUPREME COURT DEFENSE

The Rev. Linus J. Lilly, S. J., Sides

The power of the United States 
Supreme Court is all that stands be-

With re- 
gard to the decision holding the 
New York minimum wage law un- 
constitutional, Father Lilly sa‘d that 
he was in accord with the minority 
opinion of the court, and believed 
that limitations and restrictions on 
wages and working hours might 
well be left to the discretion of

Lawyers’ Reports on Measures 
Disclosed at Washington 
Inquiry. 


By the Associated Press. ’ 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—Exhib- 
its to show the American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co. kept a close check 
on legislation that might affect it 
or its subsidiaries were made pub- 
lic today in the Federal Communi- 
sion Commission investigation of 
the utility. — 

The evidence showed A. T. & T, 
lawyers reported to superiors in 
New York that they were “con- 
tinually on watch” in Congress and 
the 48 state legislatures. 

One report showed that 249 Fed- 
erad measures and thousands of 
state measures had been examined 


by the legal staffs of the utilities, 
Voluminous testimony on “legisia- 
tive activity” was received at the 
recent hearings. The additional 
exhibits were supplied by the come 
pany .on request of Samuel Beck- 
er, special FCC counsel. 

Among letters submitted was one 
from J. F. Krizek, general attorney, 
for the Wisconsin Telephone Co., 
to R. T. Holt in New York City, 
reporting the defeat of a Wiscon- 
sin State tax measure which Kri- 
zek wrote would have “cost us up- 
wards of $200,000" additional in 
taxes each year. 

Had the State tax been enacted, 
it would have “established a land- 
mark for the proponents of higher 
taxing of utilities to work by.” 

Krizek explained he had “mar» 
shaled the entire membership” of 
the Wisconsin State Telephone As- 
sociation” against the tax bill and 
so offered opposition “freed of any 
evidence of one company interest.” 

Proposed laws affecting “all pub- 
lic utilities” were examined hy the 
A. T. & T. staff. They ranged from 
tax and rate measures to telephone 
lines near airports. 

Regarding “blue sky” laws in 14 
states governing sale of securities, 
a memorandum to J. H. Ray, gen- 
eral solicitor for A. T. & T., as 
serted the utility’s “position” was 
“that our securities should be ex- 
empted from registration and li- 
censes should not be required of our 
companies or salesmen.” 

Many of the reports, after sum- 
marizing the laws, noted they had 
been “killed in committee” or 
“failed to pass.”

HASTINGS QUITS AS SENATORIAL 
CAMPAIGN COMMITTEE HEAD 


Delaware Member Will Retire From 
Upper Chamber at End of 
This Year. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 6.—Senator 


Hastings of Delaware resigned to- 


day as chairman of the Republican 
Senatorial Campaign Committee, a 
position from which he has criti- 
cised the New Deal for the last two 
years. 

Hastings, who is retiring from 
the Senate at the end of this year, 
directed his letter to Senator Mc- 
Nary of Oregon, Republican lead- 
er of the Senate, 

Referring to statements by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt and Donald Rich- 
berg, Hastings said yesterday that 
“to make sarcastic remarks about 
the Supreme Court, and to en- 
deavor to mislead the public with 
respect to its decision, is un-Amer- 
ican and, therefore, unwarranted.” 

Hastings quoted Roosevelt’s re- 
mark that recent rulings had estab- 
lished a legal no-man’s_ land in 
which neither the State nor the 
Federal Government could function. 

Hastings also quoted Richberg, 
former NRA administrator, as say- 
ing both political parties “should 
stand in opposition to a creeping 
paralysis of the legislative power 
by the unconstitutional exercise of 
judicial power.” 

In a statement, Hastings added: 

“One may very well disagree with 
the majority opinion in the New 
York minimum wage case, but no 
one with the proper concept of the 
importance of our form of Govern- 
ment, will agree with the criticism 
of the President or Mr. Richberg.”

MORE BONDED WHISKY STOCKS 
NOW THAN BEFORE PROHIBITION 


Federal Alcohol Administration An- 
nounces 248,945,000 Gallons Are 
Aging in Warehouses. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 6.—The 
Federal Alcohol Administration said 
yesterday whisky stocks now in 
bonded warehouses exceeded those 
of pre-prohibition years by more 
than 20,000,000 gallons. Now aging 
in warehouses are 248,945,795 gal- 
lons of whisky, including 167,640,098 
gallons of corn and bourbon, 80,- 
160,546 of rye and 1,145,151 of other 
whisky. 

Of the corn and bourbon only 1,- 
039,369 gallons are four years old 
and ready for bottling in bond, 
129,887,548 are less than one year 
old, and 37,000,000 are between one 
and four years old. 

More than half of the rye in 
storage is less than one year old. 
Only 1,571,147 gallons are over four 
years old and ready for bottling in 
bond. 

The 1935 production of brandy of 
all kinds totaled 18,895,895 proof 
gallons, of which more than 16,- 
000,000 are for fortification of wine; 
1,574,070 of grape brandy, and 848,- 
986 of apple brandy. 

Rum in storage totals 2,665,875 
gallons, while 993,240 gallons are 
stored in Puerto Rico.

REGAIN FORM 


Says Latest Illness Is Not 


Serious and That He Will 
Be Forced to Rest Only 
a Few Days. |

WASHINGTON, June 6. — The 
strain of the American League pen- 
nant race and of battling against a 
suctession of bad “breaks’”—inju- 
ries, particularly to Hank Green-

The pilot of the world champions 
collapsed at Philadelphia atter a 
hard run to score on a four-base 
clout hit within the park.

Says He's Feeling Better. 

“I'm feeling better,” he told re- 
porters at his hotel. “I guess I'll 
take it easy for a few days. Prob- 
ably just sit on the bench or maybe 
coach a little.” 

He doesn't think his condition is 
very serious. 

“I don't plan to go to a hospital 
or to see a physician unless I have 
another attack,” he said. Then, 
speaking about the Tigers, Coch- 
‘YTane added: 

“We've had some bad luck, but 
we're not out of the race yet, by 
any means. Our pitching is due to 
come around and the runs will 
start rolling across when we get 
the aid of Greenberg’s big bat 
again.” 

Cochrane, also bothered by a slight 
eold, has been out of the lineup sev- 
eral times this season for short 
periods with minor injuries. 

Kept Tigers in Running. 

His loss for any length of time 
would come as a heavy blow to the 
Tigers for it has been his spirit 
that has kept the Tigers driving 
hard since he came from Philadel- 
phia and led Detroit to two Amer- 
ican League pennants and a world’s 
championship last fall. 

Cochrane's worry has shown all 
year in his own batting. Generally 
a heavy hitter, who produced a 319 
average last season, Cochrane 
Boasted a mark of only .275 today.

HORNSBY BANS 
CARD PLAYING 
AMONG BROWNS

PHILADELPHIA, June 6.—Until 
this season, Rogers Hornsby, as @ 
manager, never went in for any 
long code of rules of-conduct for 
his ball clubs. He used to have one 
double one—‘“Be in at midnight and 
be in shape to play the next day.” 
That, the Rajah believed, covered 
everything. But, as the years go 
on, the temperament of ballplay- 
ers changes, becomes more appar- 
ent or open as it were. In other 
words, there’s a lot more of it. 
So, Hornsby has felt called upon 
to take certain steps and he has 
taken them. 

For instance, there’s no card- 
playing on the bureau. None at 
all. It isn’t because of the money 
involved for the canny players of 


the Browns don’t go in for big) 


games and never did. But, Horns- 
by who it will be remembered al- 
ways rested his eyes as much as 
possible when he was in his bat- 
ting-prime, got the idea that the 
players of his 1936 team spent en- 
tirely too much time looking at the 
pasteboards. So, after the club 
reached Detroit from Cleveland, he 
issued a “Lay off the cards” pro- 
nunciamento. 

What happened? Well, the 
Browns cleaned up the Tigers in 
three games and then won one of 
the three from Washington to make 
their record four victories in six 
games since the ban went on the 
cards. How long the taboo will 
continue is not known. Hornsby 
says it may last the whole trip or 
that he may lift the ban any time. 


Thought it Would Help Hitters.

In addition to the card-ban, 
Hornsby has inaugurated a few 
more rules. Midnight always was 
coming-in time under Hornsby but 
he seldom checked up to see that 
the rule was being obeyed. Now, 
he has one of the coaches, either 
Charley O’Leary or Grover Hart- 
ley, call every player’s room every 
night at 12:01. Also, all players 
must eat in the dining room of the 
hotel and must eat at night before 
8 p. m. These eating rules happened 
because Hornsby found it was the 
custom of some of the more tem- 
peramental ones to have breakfast 
in bed and dinner very late at 
night in their rooms. Shades of 
Jack O’Connor and George Stovall! 

Do you remember the only rule 
Mordecai Brown had when the 
three-fingered pitcher was man- 
ager of the St. Louis Federals?

What’s Coming Off Here? 


EAD HEAT, dead heat— 
that’s the refrain we hear day 
by day at various tracks. 

In bygone days dead heats 
were as rare as iloud-speaking 
oysters. Whenever one occurred 
it meant big headlines and a re- 
hash of previous rare instances. 

What has happened to cause 
the change? Well, there has been 
a change of judging. Today it’s 
done by the camera eye, where 
formerly the human eye did the 
trick. 

If we accept the mechanical eye 
as the more accurate, we must 
confess that in all probability the 
world has been getting the worst 
of race track judging for many 
centuries. That such an epidemic 
of draws should accidentally de- 
velop in this particular year is 
hardly credible. We conclude 
that the lens is faster than the 
eye. 

Others do not, however. In 
fact there is an indictment of the 
electric cell aystem as applied to 
race track finishes and it is be- 
ing claimed that the camera does 
not properly record the finish. 

But why, if it is inaccurate, it 
should specialize in erring on 
dead heats is beyond us. It is far 
more likely that the judges, de- 
siring to hang up a winner rather 
than a tie, always managed to see 


a winner.

For the first time, they are pre- 
pared this year to wrestle accord- 
ing to international rules, under 
which the rolling fall counts. With 
each nation making its own prog- 
ress toward synchronizatian in this 
manner, contact sports may even- 
tually be more successful in fur- 
thering international amity.

ARMY SHOW ORDERED 
IN ITALY TOMORROW 


Mussolini Calls 40,000 Men 
for Parades—Viceroy Ba- 
doglio to Be Honored. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, June 6.—Premier Musso- 
lini today called 40,000 soldiers in 
the army's best motorized squad- 
rons to parade tomorrow. The re- 
view will center at Rome, where 
Viceroy Pietro Badoglio, victorious 
commander of the Ethiopian cam- 
paign, will be honored as a hero. 

“Virtually all” militia squadrons, 
in addition to the regular army 
groups, were instructed to partici- 
pate in the “demonstrative mobili- 
zation.” 

Informed Fascist sources recent- 
ly reported plans for military dem- 


onstrations along the northern 
frontier coincident with the League 
Council session at Geneve, June 16. 

These maneuvers, it was asserted, 
would summon several million men 
under arms. The new order ap- 
parently resulted from increased 
tension over the League situation 
since the acceptance of a demand 
for a specia] session of the League 
Assembly. 

(Geneva announced yesterday the 


Assembly would meet June 30 to. 


discuss Italy’s annexation of Ethi- 
opia and the. question of continu- 
ance or dropping of financial and 
economic sanctions.) 

Mussolini told Chancellor Schu- 
schnigg of Austria yesterday he 
was depending on Austria and Hun- 
gary to plead the Italian cause at 
the League meeting. The two dic- 
tators discussed mutual problems. 

Schuschnigg went back to Vien- 
na from Venice taking with him, 
it was thought in Fascist circles, 
a mission of reconciling Austrian- 
German difficulties, with the possi- 
bility of a future three-Power ac- 
cord among Italy, Austria and Ger- 
many. 

Such an alliance could be held, 
it was thought, as an ace up Mus- 
solini’s sleeve if the new Socialist 
Government in France proved to 
be a “Communist threat.” 

Another topic discussed was the 
restoration of the Hapsburgs to the 
Austrian throne. Schuschnigg was 
reported to have asked Mussolini 
whether he thought the restoration 
of Prince Otto would put his 
(Schuschnigg’s) dictatorship on a 
paying basis. Mussolini either did 
not reply or protected his answer 
by censorship.

Flood had gone to the railroad 
yards after he was informed that 
three Negroes had taken several 
boxes of cigars from a_ delivery 
truck parked at Thirty-third and 
State streets. Noticing three Ne- 
groes between freight cars, the pa- 
trolman parked his motorcycle and 
followed Reines after the others 
ran in a different direction and 
escaped. 

Flood fired three times in the 
air, and when Reines failed to stop, 
shot him in the rgiht hip.

Reines 
has been arrested several times on 
various charges. 


PUBLIC SCHOOL COAL SUPPLY 
TO COST LESS THAN LAST YEAR 


Low Bids Total $92,500 as Against 
$101,600 for Same Volume 
in 1935. 

The annual coal supply for the 
public schools, said to be the larg- 
est single fuel order in St. Louis, 
will cost appreciably less than last 
year, under low bids received by 
the Auditing and Supplies Commit- 
tee of the Board of Education 
Tuesday and compiled today. Offi- 
cials said contracts would be award- 
ed by the board to the low bidders 
next Tuesday. 

Low bids for 23,048 tons of egz 
coal totaled $56,919.96 and for 17,- 
675 tons of standard screenings $35,- 
600.50, an aggregate of $92,520.46. 
If water-washed screenings should 
be bought, the basic cost would be 
increased $5718.35. In 1935 the 
basic price for virtually the same 
volume of fuel was $101,628. 

The average price of the egg coal 
this year’ was about 5 cents a ton 
higher than last year, but there 
was a sharp decline in the price 
of standard screenings. The sup- 
ply will be obtained, as usual, by 
districts, involving varying hauls.

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ONE FIRM'S BIDS LOW 
ON THREE ROAD JOBS 


Webb-Boone Co. Gives Figures 
on Riverview Drive, Halls Fer- 
ry Circle and Natural Bridge. 


Low bids for improvement of 
three important thoroughfares in 
St. Louis and St. Louis County, re 
ceived by the State Highway Com- 
mission Thursday, aggregated $248,- 
704, all from the Webb-Boone Pav- 
ing Co. Contracts probably will be 
awarded by the commission shortly. 

The bids and the plans are as 


follows: 

One mile of 23-foot concrete 
roadway for Riverview drive, be- 
tween Broadway and St. Cyr ave- 
nue, $64,004. One such roadway 
already is in use; the two pave- 
ments will be separated by a 
parked strip. Riverview already 
has a broad pavement between St. 
Cyr and the northern city limits 
and the first of two roadways be 
tween Broadway and Hall's Ferry 
circle. 

Completion of Hall’s Ferry circle, 
48-foot concrete, six-hundreds of a 
mile long, $14,109. For several 
years there has been only a tem- 
porary, half-width roadway in a 
western segment of the circle, due 
to a protracted controversy over 
the cost of right-of-way purchased 
by the city. The circle handles in- 
tersecting traffic of State Highway 
No. 99, Riverview drive, Hall’s Fer- 
ry road and Goodfellow avenue. 

One and one-half miles of 56-foot 
concrete roadway for Natural 
Bridge road, St. Louis County, be- 
tween the city limits and the junc- 
tion cf Florissant road at Norman- 
dy, $170,500. This will replace nar- 
row semi-hard surfacing in a con- 
gested district, and will connect 
with broad paving in the city. The 
road is part of State supplementary 
route N, 

Federal funds will be used by the 
State to meet a large portion of the 
cost of these improvements. Work 
probably will be started within a 
month,

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Poison Ivy 
Precautions 


For Children 


Preventive—Otten Doctor 
Is Necessary. 


By Angelo Patri 


HE poison ivy pest is with us 
T sain. No meaner thing can 

torment a child. Because it 
does not threaten life itself, the 
plant is allowed to thrive along our 
highways and in our fields, waiting 
for luckless vic- 
tims. Every spring 
and summer it 
takes its toll of 
burning, itching, 
scratching chil- 
dren. 

Teach the chil- 
dren to watch for 
the vine and to 
tvoid it. It has 
three-part leaves, 
one part for each 
letter in ivy. It has 
a bronzy - redness 
about its young 
growth, and its 
vine has thready 
fingers that take | 
hold on rocks and tree trunks. It is 
to be shunned like a plague. 

Once a child gets a touch of its 
resinous juice on his skin the rash 
appears. The doctors have found 
that certain injections help. These 
must be administered by a physi- 
cian and by nobody else. 

The easiest and simplest cure we 
have found is brown soap, the com- 
mon laundry article. It is a good 
preventive as well as cure. If a 
child is known to be susceptible to 
ivy poisoning, he should be well 
lathered with brown soap before 
starting out fo: the day. Let the 
lather dry on his skin. It won't 
bother him after it dries, and it will 
prevent the resinous juice from tak- 
ing effect on his skin. 


When he comes in for the day, 
wash him with warm water and «@ 
soft brush, especially his arms and 
face, legs too, if they have been ex- 
posed. Then rinse him off and pat 
him dry. This treatment should be 
given him daily while the season 
for ivy poisoning is on—unless he is 
under the doctor's care, and, of 
course, then his directions are to be 
followed. 

Scratching the rash spreads it. 
It is hard for the child to keep his

The 
garden clubs could engage in no 
finer service to the community than 
a drive against poison ivy.

| slavian Union for the Protection 

of Children, the new widely her- 
alded set of four stamps from 
Yugoslavia uses a woman as its 
design motif. 

Pietured on the stamps, identical 
except for values and colors, is the 
Dowager Queen, mother of the boy 
King: Peter Il. She is shown in 
profile, with the head turned to- 
ward the right shoulder, The issue, 
of which 100,000 were printed, will 
be valid for postage until Aug. 15, 
when it will be demonetized. 

Like most similar charity issues, 
each stamp bears a surtax which 
will go to the children’s fund. The 
various denominations are: 75 plus 
25-paras blue green; 1.50-dinar plus 
50-p carmine; 1.75-d plus 75-p pale 
brown, and 3.50-d plus 1-d light blue.
